The  Northwest  Missouri  State 
College  discussion  and  debate  class, 
directed  by  Miss  Jean  Kinnie, 
speech  department,  won  third  place 
Friday  and  Saturday  in  the  invita¬ 
tional  debate  tournament  which  was 
held  at  the  University  o.  Arkansas, 
Fayetteville,  Ark.

Two  Phases  of  Teacher  Education,  Quantity  and  Quality 


Editor's  Note: 

Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  president  of  the 
College,  was  recently  guest  speak¬ 
er  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  in 
Maryville.  Points  important  to 
the  teaching  profession  were  em¬ 
phasized  by  him. 

Your  College  is  by  law  a  teacher 
education  college  wherein  young 
men  and  young  women  learn  how 
to  carry  on  the  educational  pro¬ 
gram.  There  are  two  phases  of  this 
program  concerning  which  I  should 
like  to  talk  with  you:  First,  a 
quantitative  phase,  and,  second,  a 
qualitative  one. 

In  1947  when  the  present  first 
graders  were  born,  there  were  90,- 
060  children  born  ln  tho  State  of 
Missouri.  Last  year,  1952,  there 
were  over  92,000  births  in  Missouri 
Everyone  Is  familiar  with  tho  large 
number  of  children  in'  the  public 
schools  today — and  the  resulting 
teacher  and  building  problem  that 
confronts  Boards  of  Education,  par¬ 
ents,  and  taxpayers. 

This  problem  will  Increase.  The 
number  of  teachers  needed  far  ex- 
—da- the  available  supply.  One  of 


our  problems — yours  as  well  as  mine 
— is  what  can  be  done  about  it? 
Where  are  tomorrow’s  teachers  to 
come  from?  Students  now  in  college 
are  the  new  teachers  for  1954  to 
1957.  The  supply  for  1957  to  19G0  is 
in  high  school. 

The  supply  for  I960  to  19C8  is  in 
grade  school.  The  first  graders 
should  graduate  from  college  in 
19G9  and  start  teaching  that  full. 
The  supply  of  teachers  to  care  for 
the  increasing  number  of  children 
is  now  in  our  public  grade  and  high 
schools.  Teaching  must  attract 
them. 

There  are  many  factors  which 
enter  into  the  decision  of  a  boy  or 
girl  as  to  his  vocation.  One  of 
these  factors  can  be  the  attitude  of 
his  or  her  parents  toward  teaching 
as  a  profession  NOW.  The  building 
of  attitudes  is  a  difficult  task. 

One  way  is  to  develop  a  feeling  of 
the  importance  of  the  work  and 
its  returns.  Parents  can  Influence 
the  decisions  of  their  children  about 
a  vocation.  We  need  to  encourage 
the  boys  and  girls  now  in  school  to 
look  toward  teaching  as  a  life's 
work. 


So  much  lor  tho  quantitative 
phase  of  our -educational  program. 
Huge  as  it  Is  in  number  of  children 
and  their  needed  teachers,  the 
quantitative  problem  resolves  itself 
into  individuals.  A  child  to  be 
taught,  a  teacher  to  teach.  If  it  is 
your  child,  you  are  concerned  with 
the  quality  of  his  teacher.  So  am  I. 

TliLs  brings  me  to  the  second 
phase  of  our  educational  problem— 
the  quality  of  the  program.  I  am 
concerned  with  the  quality  of  the 
teacher  and  the  teaching.  In  our 
teacher  education  program  we  re¬ 
quire  that  the  student  know  sub¬ 
ject  matter.  He  also  must  know 
iiow  children  grow,  develop,  and 
learn.  Then  he  must  know  how  to 
relate  these  two:  subjeot  matter 
and  the  child. 

There  is  one  other  tiling  which 
tile  teacher  must  learn— a  philoso¬ 
phy  of  life  as  a  guide  of  his  conduct 
—the  ethical  standards  by  which 
he  lives  in  relation  to  his  country, 
his  state,  his  community,  his  school, 
'  his  pupils.  Normally  a  child  spends 
0  hours  a  day  ln  school  for  the  180 
days  of  the  school  year,  or  1080 
hours  a  year  under  the  Influence 
of  hla  teacher.  There  are  8700 


hours  In  a  year.  If  he  sleeps  10 
hours  a  night,  he  would  have  3030 
hours  awake  when  he  is  not  under 
tho  influence  of  his  teacher.  For 
every  hour  ln  school  he  has  nearly 
3  hours  under  some  other  environ¬ 
ment. 

Those  of  you  who  have  children 
in  school  know  how  important  the 
teacher  Is  in  tho  lives  of  your  chil¬ 
dren.  But  I  would  plead  with  you 
not  to  expect  this  teacher  to  over¬ 
come  in  the  one  hour  he  or  she  has 
your  child  all  of  the  Influences  of 
the  other  3  hours.  I  can  assure 
you — and  I  believe  you  know — that 
your  child’s  teacher  Is  vitally  in¬ 
terested  in  the  welfare  of  your 
child.  In  teacher  education  we  en¬ 
deavor  to  develop  this  ethical  atti¬ 
tude  that  sees  In  every  child  tho 
potential  for  a  good  and  useful  life. 
By  precept  and  example  your  teach¬ 
ers  try  to  help  your  child. 

There  arc  a  few  legal  restrictions 
placed  on  the  publio  school  which 
are  well  known.  Bat  there  are  no 
restrictions  on  honesty,  loyalty, 
courtesy,  lore  of  country,  pride  in 
accomplishment  and  a  host  of  vir¬ 
tues  ‘  that  wake  for  right  living; 
Tho  schools  have  Just:  y— M 


through  the  Thanksgiving  exper¬ 
ience.  Wo  are  now  in  the  Christ¬ 
mas  period.  As  you  think  through 
tho  school  year  you  realize  that 
there  are  many  days  that  are  im¬ 
portant  ln  helping  to  teach  the 
virtues  that  contribute  to  a  full ' 
life.  Your  teachers  are  aware  of 
these  ways  and  means  of  guidance. 
They  use  them  to  the  fullest. 

Just  a  word  more  in  conclusion. 
Tho  need  for  teachers  for  tho  ever 
increasing  number  of  children  and 
the  quality  of  tho  teacher  of  your 
child  are  related  to  what  you  want 
from  the  public  schools.  Your  wants 
are  to  some  extent  measured  by 
your  ability  to  pay  and/or  your 
willingness  to  pay. 

As  ono  who  has  worked  at  this 
business  of  publio  education  for 
over  a  third  of  a  century,  lot  mo 
speak  for  the  teaching  profession  < 
and  assure  you  that  teachers  will 
continue  to  devote  an  unselfish  ser¬ 
vice  In  behalf  of  your  children.  Z 
wish  also  to  say  “Thank  you”  for 
the  confidence  you  place  in  us  as. 
teachers  and  "Thank  you”  X or  your 
financial  support  of  the  ■  publie 
schools.  Your  children  are  worthy 
of  our  efforts  aod  your  Investment.  -

During  American  Education  week
